HOW  TO  DRY  ‘^AND  PREPARE  YOUR  ROOTS  FOR  MARKET  - 

AH  roots,  herbs,  barks  and  leaves  should  be  absolutely  dry  before  shipping.  If  they  are  packed  and  shipped  green  they  are  ■ 
to  hitat  or  mold,  and  when  received  to  this  condition  are  of  little  value  or  worthless.  Here  is  the  correct  way  to  prepare  root  a 
for  the  market: 

First,  wash  the  dirt  from  the  roots  thoroughly.  To  do  this,  spread  them  out  on  some  clean  surface  and  turn  a  hose  on  tHeiu, 
or  stir  them  around  in  a  tub  of  water  for  a  few  minutes.  Do  not  let  them  soak  up  any  more  water  than  is  absolutely  necessary, 
because  water-logged  roots  will  not  dry  properly.  After  washing,  spread  the  roots  out  loosely  in  some  light,  warm  and  dry 
place,  turning  them  over  every  day  or  so  until  they  are  thoroughly  dry.  An  attic  or  barn  loft  floor,  provided  there  is  a  fr*« 
eirculation  of  air,  is  a  good  place  to  let  the  roots  dry  on.  Be  careful  to  see  that  they  are  not  exposed  to  the  d  rect  rays  of  tts* 
sun,  although  there  should  be  plenty  of  light.  When  in  doubt  about  correct  name  of  roots  you  have  collected,  before 
shipping  send  us  &  sample  for  examination  Kind  prompt  report.
